Influent, Inc. to 
close call center 
in Salyersville 

SALYERSVILLLE — Influ- 
ent, Inc., last week officially an- 
nounced that it is closing its 
Salyersville call center on April 
22. The closing will leave ap- 
proximately 50 people out of 
work. 

Influent Senior Vice President 
Ted Bernard said the Dublin, 
Ohio-based company’s 
downsizing was unavoidable due 
to the depressed economic cli- 
mate “that hasn’t been kind to 
some of the company’s biggest 
clients.” 

Bernard stressed that the de- 
cision to close the Salyersville 
center had nothing to do with the 
city of the employees. “The com- 
munity was always warm and 
welcoming,” he said, full of 
good, hardworking people. Over- 
all, we had a good experience in 
the area.” 

Influent opened in Magoffin 
County in 2002 and at one time 
employed as many as 70 people. 

Bernard said some workers 
will be offered an opportunity to 
transfer to Influent locations in 
other states. 

State jobless rate 
highest in 25 yrs. 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Unem- 
ployment in Kentucky rose to 9.8 
percent in March, up from 9.3 
percent in February and the high- 
est recorded in 25 years. The 
Kentucky Office of Employment 
and Training says it marks the 
highest rate since 1984 when 
unemployment was 9.9 percent. 

Justine Detzel, the agency’s 
chief labor market analyst, said 
in a statement that March’s rate 
was up from March 2008, which 
tallied 5.9 percent. 

The statement said the na- 
tional seasonally adjusted jobless 
rate increased from 8.1 percent 
in February to 8.5 percent. 

The report says nonfarm em- 
ployment during the past year 
has dropped by 62,700 jobs. The 
manufacturing sector lost 2,700 
jobs last month alone and has lost 
nearly 37,000 jobs in the past 
year. 

Assistants needed

The U.S. Census Bureau is 
recruiting individuals for 2010 
Census jobs. Jobs are temporary; 
most involve fieldwork in neigh- 
borhoods near the census taker’s 
home.

The Morgan County Historical 
Society is currently presenting a 
new military exhibit featuring lo- 
cal World War I artifacts at the 
Morgan County Public Library. 

The exhibit, which is changed 
every six weeks, has in the past 
featured items from the Battle of 
the Bulge and the military career 
of Col. William E. Barber. 

The World War I display 
boasts the original military uni- 
form of Gordon Adkins (father of 
Margaret Reed), who enlisted in 
the United States Marine Corps 
with his brother, Richard Adkins. 

The Adkins brothers were both 
wounded in France during the 
Battle of Belleau in 1918. 

Also featured are several med- 
als that were awarded to Sixth 
Infantry Division soldier Earl 
May, who was wounded in France 
during the Battle of Argonne For- 
est. 

Several other items including 
battle helmets, weapons, ammu- 
nition and photographs are fea- 
tured in the exhibit. 

Local Historical Museum Cu- 
rator Tony Adkins said he is 
pleased to preserve this aspect of 
Morgan County’s heritage. 

“There were 14 Morgan 
Countians killed in World War I,” 



Adkins said. “This library display 
is a great opportunity for people 
to learn more about our military 
history, and to publicize our his- 
torical museum. Many people 
don’t realize there is a historical 
museum in Morgan County.” 

Librarian Mike Griffitts said 
that the military displays have 
been popular with library patrons.

Farmers will have 
to inform IRS to get 
ag pgm. payments 

March 21 — Farmers will 
have to authorize the Internal 
Revenue Service to give their 
income data to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in order to 
receive federal payments, in re- 
sponse to an investigation that 
found almost $50 million went 
to ineligible recipients last year. 

Some farm programs limit 
payments to farm operators with 
incomes above certain levels, 
and “The 2008 Farm Bill prohib- 
its payments to anyone with a 
taxable non-farm income greater 
than $500,000,” notes Bob 
Meyer of Brownfield Network. 
USDA told the Government Ac- 
countability Office last year that 
it couldn’t guarantee the rules 
were being followed because it 
didn’t have access to income in- 
formation. A GAO audit found 
that at least 2,702 farmers got 
subsidies from 2003 to 2006 
even though they made more 
than the former income limit of 
$2.5 million. 

“Beginning with the 2009 
crop year and for all successive 
years, USDA will require pro- 
ducers to sign a form granting 
IRS the authority to provide in- 
come information to USDA for 
verification purposes,” Meyer 
reports, quoting a USDA spokes- 
woman as saying that the Farm 
Service Agency won’t get actual 
tax data and will obey the Pri- 
vacy Act.

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THE SPRUCE PINE FORD. 
A ford is a place where a body 
of water, such as a river, is suffi- 
ciently shallow to permit one to 
wade or drive across. In wilder- 
ness areas like Morgan County, 
fords were of crucial importance 
until such time as ferries and 
bridges might render their use 
necessary. 

Among the earliest-men- 
tioned, and surely the most his- 
toric one in Morgan County his- 
tory, was a ford located at 
present-day West Liberty. Re- 
ferred to in old records of Floyd 
County (from a portion of which, 
along with part of Bath, Morgan 
County was created), it was 
called the “Spruce Pine Ford of 
Licking.” 

Near this river crossing - still 
identifiable just downstream 
from Old Mill Park - a small 
group of pioneers settled in the 
early 19th century. Edmund 
Wells, who would become 
known as “the father of Morgan 
County,” arrived about 1814, and 
by 1816, he had completed a 
water grist mill immediately up- 
stream from the ford. (It is this 
historic mill that gives the park 
its name.) 

By the middle of the year, the 
Floyd County Court was order- 
ing roads to be built to and from 
“Wells Mill.” 

In time, Wells was granted 
permission to operate a ferry 
across the river just above his 
mill, and he was also licensed to 
keep a tavern at his home. It was 
here that the new county of Mor- 
gan was organized, and the tav- 
ern began serving as a temporary 
courthouse when the first Mor- 
gan County Court met on March 
10, 1823. 

(A new courthouse was com- 
pleted in 1 828 - built by Edmund 
Wells himself, who donated two 
acres of land for the public 
square.) 

Despite Wells’s ferry, and a 



later succession of bridges, the 
old ford continued to be used for 
some local purposes. I remem- 
ber its use for an occasional 
crossing by horse in wagon dur- 
ing my boyhood years of the 
1950s. 

Today, it is little more than a 
fading historical memory and 
part of a scenic view (see photo- 
graph) from Old Mill Park. But, 
in its day, “the Spruce Pine Ford 
of Licking” was an important 
landmark and the friend to many 



an early traveler.

FSA emergency 
loans available to 
equine farmers 

Robert Finch, acting state ex- 
ecutive director of the Kentucky 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) re- 
cently announced that regula- 
tions have been changed to allow 
all equine farmers, whose pri- 
mary enterprise is to breed, raise 
and sell horses, to apply for an 
emergency loan with FSA. This 
change is a result of the 2008 
Farm Bill. 

Farmers must have experi- 
enced a physical loss due to 
weather related damage to their 
property to apply. These losses 
may include damage to build- 
ings, fence, hay and pasture. 
Horse owners who are solely in- 
volved in racing, showing, train- 
ing, boarding, pleasure or other 
non-production pursuits will not 
be eligible for these emergency 
loans. 

FSA Emergency Loans may 
be approved at 3.75 percent to a 
maximum loan amount of 
$500,000. Loan terms may be for 
a period of one to 40 years, de- 
pending on the intended use of 
the loan funds, type of security, 
and the available cash flow. All 
applicants must how a need for 
the loan in order to obtain ad- 
equate credit at rate and terms 
which they can reasonably be 
expected to meet. All applicants 
must have an acceptable credit 
history. 

To be eligible for an emer- 
gency loan, the operation must 
be located na county declared a 
disaster by the President for in- 
dividual assistance or a designa- 
tion by either the Secretary of 
Agriculture or the FSA adminis- 
trator. The following declara- 
tions are currenly active for Ken- 
tucky: 

• 2008 Drought - All counties 
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are eligible for damage in 2008 
due to drought and high winds. 
The appliation deadline is July 1, 
2009. 

2009 Ice Storm - 1 12 counties 
are eligible for losses from the 
January ice storm and may ap- 
ply through Oct. 26, 2009.. 
Counties not included were 
Boone, Bracken, Campbell, 
Kenton, Knox, McCreary, 
Pendleton and Whitley.

Opal served as Deputy Ad- 
ministrator, Home Economics 
and Human Nutrition, Extension 
Service, U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture. She retired in 1982 and 
moved to The Villages in Florida 
in 2000, and immediately joined 
community members to plan and 
build Fairway Christian Church. 

Opal’s life was driven by a 
passion to serve others, espe- 
cially those who were deprived 
of many opportunities in our 
country. She began her profes- 
sional Cooperative Extension 
career in 1945, as Assistant 
County Home Demonstration 
Agent, in Breathitt County, Ken- 
tucky, after teaching high school 
in Illinois for a few years.

Regulatory noose on 
mountaintop strip 
mining is tightened 

The regulatory noose on 
mountaintop-removal strip min- 
ing tightened again March 31. 
Eight days after the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency objected to 
some mountaintop-mining per- 
mits and suggested it might try 
to block them, a federal judge in 
West Virginia ruled that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers can no 
longer use a blanket process to 
issue such permits until it fully 
examines the environmental im- 
pact of such a process. 

District Judge Joseph 
Goodwin wrote, “The loss of 
thousands of miles of streams in 



Appalachia over the past twenty 
years, and the loss of over 200 
miles of streams in West Virginia 
alone vividly illustrates the im- 
pacts associated with 
mountaintop mining.” 

When Goodwin issued a pre- 
liminary ruling in 2004, coal 
companies began applying for 
individual permits “more fre- 
quently ... than the streamlined 
process” under a “nationwide per- 
mit,” reports Ken Ward Jr. of The 
Charleston Gazette. “But the rul- 
ing is still another blow to the coal 
industry, and a victory for citizen 
groups who are fighting to reduce 
or eliminate mountaintop re- 
moval.”

FSA emergency 
loans available to 
equine farmers 

Robert Finch, acting state ex- 
ecutive director of the Kentucky 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) re- 
cently announced that regulations 
have been changed to allow all 
equine farmers, whose primary 
enterprise is to breed, raise and 
sell horses, to apply for an emer- 
gency loan with FSA. This 
change is a result of the 2008 
Farm Bill. 

Farmers must have experi- 
enced a physical loss due to 
weather related damage to their 
property to apply. These losses 
may include damage to buildings, 
fence, hay and pasture. Horse 



owners who are solely involved 
in racing, showing, training, 
boarding, pleasure or other non- 
production pursuits will not be 
eligible for these emergency 
loans. 

FSA Emergency Loans may be 
approved at 3.75 percent to a 
maximum loan amount of 
$500,000. Loan terms may be for 
a period of one to 40 years, de- 
pending on the intended use of the 
loan funds, type of security, and 
the available cash flow. All appli- 
cants must how a need for the 
loan in order to obtain adequate 
credit at rate and terms which they 
can reasonably be expected to 
meet. All applicants must have an 
acceptable credit history. 

To be eligible for an emer- 
gency loan, the operation must be 
located na county declared a di- 
saster by the President for indi- 



vidual assistance or a designation 
by either the Secretary of Agri- 
culture or the FSA administrator. 
The following declarations are 
currenly active for Kentucky: 

• 2008 Drought - All counties 
are eligible for damage in 2008 
due to drought and high winds. 
The appliation deadline is July 1 , 
2009. 

2009 Ice Storm - 112 counties 
are eligible for losses from the 
January ice storm and may apply 
through Oct. 26, 2009.. Counties 
not included were Boone, 
Bracken, Campbell, Kenton, 
Knox, McCreary, Pendleton and 
Whitley.

On Thursday, April 2, the 
front lawn of the Morgan 
County High School was trans- 
formed into a graveyard with 
cardboard tombstones displaying 
messages against smoking. The 
SADD (Students Against De- 
structive Decisions) Club at the 
high school decided on the dis- 
play to promote national Kick 
Butts Day. Kick Butts Day is a 
nationwide initiative that makes 
kids leaders in the effort to stop 
youth tobacco use. The SADD 
Club from Morgan County High 
School joined thousands of kids 
across the country who took part 
in Kick Butts Day. 

The students made cardboard 



tombstones and placed them on 
the front lawn of the high school 
at 7:00 a.m. on Thursday morn- 
ing, April 2. The tobacco tomb- 
stones certainly got the attention 
of the students and staff when 
they arrived at school that 
morning. Messages on the tomb- 
stones listed deadly facts and fig- 
ures relating to the toll of tobacco 
on Kentucky. 

Cigarette smoking is the lead- 
ing cause of preventable death in 
the United States. In Kentucky 
7,800 adults will die each year 
from their own smoking and an- 
other 980 adult non smokers will 
die from exposure to secondhand 
smoke. Smoking kills more 



people than alcohol, AIDS, car 
crashes, illegal drugs, murders 
and suicides combined. 

To replace the number of cus- 
tomers that are dying each year, 
the tobacco industry spends $535 
million dollars on marketing 
each year in Kentucky. Published 
research studies have found that 
kids are twice as sensitive to to- 
bacco advertising as adults and 
more likely to be influenced to 
smoke by cigarette marketing 
than by peer pressure. 

The SADD Club at MCHS is 
doing its part to help educated 
their peers about the dangers of 
tobacco use.

HELECHAWA TO SALYERSVILLE, KENTUCKY 
WOLFE, MORGAN AND MAGOFFIN COUNTIES 



The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet, Department of Highways, wishes to provide notice on the status of 
the on-going Mountain Parkway Extension Project. 

The Mountain Parkway Extension Project begins just west of the KY 205 interchange at Helechawa in 
Wolfe County and ends just west of the KY 7 interchange near Salyersville in Magoffin County. The 
project, as planned, will widen the highway to four lanes and reconfigure and improve interchange access 
points. 

The environmental study and preliminary design phase of the project is expected to be completed in spring

As a follow-up of the, “West 
Liberty Water Works Has Its 
Own Dowser” story in The Lick- 
ing Valley Courier a few weeks 
ago, Henrietta McKinney joined 
Kevin Cantrell to display their 
abilities as dowsers. Well, they 
did not disappoint me in any 
way! 

Whether you believe in wa- 
ter witching or not, these two 
further convinced me there is 
something to it. Henrietta has 
found numerous graves in an ef- 
fort to place monuments on un- 
marked Confederate soldiers’ 
graves in Morgan and surround- 
ing counties. Kevin uses his abil- 
ity to find buried water and sewer 
lines in the city. 

The two of them walked over 
graves and areas where there 
were not any graves and came up 
with the same results. They were 
even able to distinguish the gen- 
der of those buried in the graves, 
and even their height! 

I have a two-inch thick folder 
of information about Emery Igo, 
killed in World War I, including 
his service record, but have never 
found the answer to why he is 
buried in West Liberty’s Salyer 
Cemetery. As soon as the answer 
is found, I plan to do a story on 
him. 

I had the two dowsers walk 
in front of the Igo monument, 
and they both verified there was 
only one grave - that of a male. 
(Behind the elaborate tombstone 
there were two graves, a male 
and a female.) Emery Igo’s ser- 
vice record states that he was 
5 ’8” tall. 

Both Kevin and Henrietta 
stepped off between five and six 
steps along the grave, which cal- 
culated from five to six feet in 
height, according to our instruc- 
tions published by the Louisville 
Genealogical Society. Those in- 



structions state: “Seven steps or 
more indicated an unusually tall 
person.” 

I know that there does not 
seem to be a logical answer to 
dowsing, but those who have the 
ability and those who have seen 
it done are convinced there is 
something to it. 

Again, I tried to be a dowser, 



but to no avail. I have tried wa- 
ter and graves, and I am con- 
vinced that I am not a dowser - 
some have it and some don’t. I 
must not have inherited my 
great-grandfather’s genes be a 
dowser.

Applications being 
accepted for Rural 
Energy pgm. grants 

Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced that the 
department is accepting funding 
applications from eligible enti- 
ties for grants to conduct energy 
audits under the Rural Energy for 
America Program (REAP). 

“For the first time ever, 
USD A will make grant funding 
available this year through the 
Rural Energy for America Pro- 



gram to help agricultural produc- 
ers and rural small businesses 
obtain audits to identify ways to 
improve energy efficiency,” 
Vilsack said. “The assistance pro- 
vided by this program is in keep- 
ing with President Obama’s en- 
ergy conservation goals for our 
nation.” The program is autho- 
rized in Section 9007 of the 2008 
Farm Bill. 

The audits are intended to help 
rural small businesses and agri- 
cultural producers determine 
where to make changes in their 
operations to enable them to re- 
duce energy consumption. Audits 



are required for renewable energy 
and energy efficiency projects 
funded through REAP that exceed 
$50,000. States, tribal and local 
governments, land grant colleges 
or universities, other institutions 
of higher learning, and electric 
cooperatives and public power 
entities are eligible to receive 
funds to conduct the audits. Par- 
ties seeking audits from the grant- 
ees must pay 25 percent of audit 
costs. 

Applications for grants must 
be completed and submitted on 
paper or electronically no later 
than June 9.

pioneer in local health care

In the year of 1928 a young 
woman arrived in Wolfe County 
by horseback to assume the du- 
ties of Wolfe County Health 
Nurse. Miss Eunice Olson was 
hired for this position by Dr. John 
L. Cox, County Health Officer. 
She came to Kentucky shortly 
after receiving her training to be- 
come a registered nurse at 
Bethesda Hospital, in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, making her home at Hazel 
Green. 

The first two years of Miss 
Olson’s career was spent as 
county health nurse. Following 
that, she did private nursing and 
taught health and hygiene in ru- 
ral schools. 

In addition to nursing the sick 
and afflicted, Miss Olson taught 
Sunday school in several area 
churches including Hazel Green 
Methodist and Sandfield Com- 
munity Church, in Wolfe County, 
and Murphy Fork Church in 



Morgan County. 

Eunice Olson grew up at Wa- 
terloo near the mid- western town 
of Osage, Iowa. Her parents, 
John L. Olson (b. May 1862) and 
Anna Dora Olson (b. March 
1857), were immigrants from 
Norway, coming to America in 
1873. Both became naturalized 
citizens of the United States, her 
father in 1888, and her mother 
in 1891. The Olsons were mar- 
ried May 3,1891. Eunice was the 
eldest of six children, having 
been born in March 1892. Her 
siblings were Hazel E. (b. Sept. 
1893), Fern A. (b. April 1895), 
Thomas W. (b. January 1897), 
James L. (b. September 1899), 
and Frederick (b. 1903). 

It is unknown how many 
times Miss Olson was able to 
visit her family in Iowa, or how 
often they might have journeyed 
to the hills of Kentucky to visit 
her, but during the first eighteen 
years she spent here she devel-

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Proposed Indian Creek on 
the Daniel Boone Forest 



By Kimberly Morgan 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest has proposed actions to 
improve fish passage and restore 
wildlife habitat in the East Fork 
of Indian Creek in Menifee 
County. The project would return 
the stream to its natural flow con- 
dition and reconnect it to the sur- 
rounding floodplain, resulting in 
reduced flood levels the soil ero- 
sion. 

“The project restoration ac- 
tivities would remove two 
manmade culvert stream cross- 
ings, which are inadvertently act- 
ing as low-head dams and caus- 
ing sediment to accumulate be- 
hind them,” said Wildlife Biolo- 
gist Tom Biebighauser of the 
Cumberland Ranger District. 

In addition, two cement plank 
crossings would be removed that 
have been partially washed away, 
and three sections of previously 
channeled stream would be re- 
shaped and relocated. 

The Indian Creek project is a 
partnership effort with the Ken- 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. Two fish 



species of special concern, the 
emerald darter and the freckle- 
belly darter, are specifically ex- 
pected to benefit from the stream 
restoration activities. These rare 
fish are known to occur in the 
waters of Indian Creek. 

Trout are stocked at this 
stream, and the project improve- 
ments are also expected to in- 
crease fishing opportunities, said 
Biebighauser. 

Nearly one mile at the termi- 
nus of Forest Service Road 9B 
would be grated and closed to 
motor vehicle use following re- 
moval of the upstream cement 
culvert. Foot travel, however, 
would be permitted for hikers 
and campers in the area. 

In May 2008, a process was 
initiated to inform the public and 
to request comments regarding 
the proposed Indian Creek 
project. No significant issues 
were brought forth during the 
public involvement process. No 
final decision for project imple- 
mentation has been made.

Economic recovery payments 
coming for people who receive 
Social Security and SSI benefits 



The American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act of 2009, which 
the President signed into law in 
February, provides for a one-time 
payment of $250 to people re- 
ceiving Social Security and 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) benefits. 

The one-time recovery pay- 
ments will go out in May 2009 
and all payments should be re- 
ceived by the end of May. In 
April, Social Security will send 
a letter with additional informa- 
tion to each person who is eligible 
for the one-time payment. The 
payments will be sent automati- 
cally, meaning no action is re- 
quired on the part of the person 
receiving benefits. The economic 
recovery payments will be made 
separately from a person’s regu- 
lar monthly payments. 

All adults who receive Social 
Security benefits, including dis- 
abled adult children (but not mi- 
nor children) are eligible for $250 
payment. In addition, all persons 
who receive SSI payments, in- 
cluding minor children, are eli- 
gible for the payment. Anyone 
who receives benefits or who was 
eligible to receive benefits dur- 
ing any of the three months prior 
to enactment (November and 
December of 2008 and January 
2009) will receive the one-time 
payment as long as the address 
of record is in one of the 50 states, 
the District of Columbia, Pureto 
Rico, Guam, U.S. Virgin Islands, 
American Samoa, or the North- 
ern Mariana Islands. 

The payments will be made in 
the same way that regular 
monthly payments are made. 
People with direct deposit will 
receive their payments electroni- 
cally. Those who receive paper 
checks will receive their pay- 
ments in the mail. People who 
receive regular payments through 
the Direct Express debit card will 
receive their one-time payments 
through the card. 

If someone receives both So- 
cial Security and SSI, only one 
payment of $250 will be made.
